_, &=mitted to the bar in 1890, he 
associated -himself with the late 
Frederick N. Judson, in the firm 
of Judson & Tauasig. In 1901 the 
partnership of Judson & Green was 
formed and 10 years later the firm 
became Judson, Green & Henry, 
with the addition of J. Porter Hen- 
ry. Mr. Judson died in 1919, but 
his name has been retained because 
he wanted it perpetuated. The firm 
assumed its present title in 1928, 
when Ernest A. Green, who was- 
not related to Mr. Green, and Oliver 
T. Remmers, president of the Police 
Board, joined it. Mr. Green's son, 
John Raeburn Green, also is a 
partner. 

Expert on Libel. 

Widely known as an expert in 
libel law, Mr. Green frequently was 
consulted by newspapers all over 
the country. He taught the law of 
libel at St. Louis University Law 
School about 1910-15: He was 
counsel for the Post-Dispatch for 
many years, succeeding Mr. Judson 
in handling this newspaper's legal 
affairs.

The 
Academic Board recommended that 
all the candidates be rejected and 
@enied entrance to the academy at 
all times. Secretary of the Navy):

HUNDREDS Dit DAILY 
OF CrIOLERA IN CHINA 


Epidemic Rages Unabated in 
Yangtze Valley—Many 
Foreigners Stricken. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 24.—Cholera 
is more virulent throughout China 
this summer than at any time in 
recent years. Numerous foreign- 
ers, living where sanitary condi- 
tions are good and clean food is 
obtainable, have been stricken. 

The disease continues unabated 
throughout the Yangtze Valley 
provinces despite cooling weather, 
which usually quickly puts an end 
to it. Hundreds are being killed 


and Shensi, the provinces which 
are hardest hit. The disease is 
sweeping towns, villages and the 
countryside alike. 

Cholera has made great inroads 
in . Manchuria, 
which have catsed heavy casunl- 
ties. The exact number of deaths 
never will be known az no facilities 
exist in China for gathering statis- 
tics. Only the larger towns are 
capable of reporting what is going 
on within their limits, and they 
are only vaguely aware of the er- 
tent of the scourge. 

Trevelers and mission workers 
have brought in sufficient in- 
formation to reveal that a terrible 
epidemic. is. going on. A pitiful 
and typical picture of conditions in 
rural sections of the country comes 
from Shaohing in Chekiang, about 
100 miles south of Shanghai... 
A missionary visiting Shaohing 
writes: . The city is in pitiful con- 
dition. Six weeks of drouth dried 
up many canals and the water re- 
maining in the others is filthy, 
stagnant and unfit for use but the 
people still wash their rice in it 
and boys seek relief from the heat 
by bathing frequently in this un- 
wholesome fluid. 

It. is no wonder that cholera is 
taking a heavy toll. It is impossi- 
ble to investigate this disease but 
what is happening within these 
densely crowded streets and lanes 
would make a sorry tale. 

“Emergency hospitals have ben
